TRAINING OF THE NON- 
PERMANENT ACTIVE MILITIA 
IN ORGANIZATION AND 
ADMINISTRATION 





Whilst the standard of efficiency of 


the INon-Permanent Active Militia as 
a whole is no doubt far from what 
one would like to ¢ee it, yet it must 
he considered reasonably high if due 
consideration is gven bo the limited 
‘ime devoted to the work. 

All must realize that under the cir- 
eumstances more time cannot. be 
spared from civilian interests and 
that i2 many cases the time that is 


| given, is at great expense to busi- | 


ness, professional or other work, and 
it would be unreasonable, in the ma- 
jority of cases, to ask for more from 
the comparatively few who are al- 
ready interested and active in militia 
matters. 

Briefly summarized, time is a vital 
factor, so the next step is to survey | 
the situation to see if more can be 
done in the time available, or If a 
readjustment is desirable, so asi to

opportunity, in time available, to 
enable Oificers and Other ‘Ranks to 
become efficient in Organization and 
Admiiistration through experience in 
these matters and therefore what ex- 
perience is gained should be pre- 
fixed and supplemented by instruc- 
tion. To date such instruction ha; 
not been carried out in a fair propor 
tion to the instruction in Drill and 
whilst it is rgalized that a great 
deal of inswruction in these subjects 
is unnecesuary for the majority of 
Other Ranks, yet all Officers, War- 
rant Officers and senior NC.0’s 
should be carefully schooled in both 
these subjects. 

The first cuggestion to remedy this 
condition is to ensure that all O-fic- 
ers, Warrant Officers and N.C.O’s of 
the Permanent Force who are con- 
cerned with instruction of the non 
Permanent Active Mfélitia are care 
fully instructd, so as to enable them 
to be in a position to teach or advise 
in these matters as far as they effect 
the Non-Permanent units, 

At a recent annual inspection of a 
Machine Gun Company when the jun- 
ior Officers and N/C.O’s were asked 
regarding the organization of their 
Unit they replied that they were No. 
2 Group of Headquarters Wing. Such 
an answer at finst sight gives the 
impression as being most ridiculous, 
yet when one looks up the text bock 
On Machine Gun Training and turns 
to the section dealing with Organiza- 
tion it will be seen that it was writ 
ten tor Machine Guns as organized 
in the Imperial Army aad does not 
include anything on the organization 
of the Machine Gun units as they 
exist in Canada. 

In another case an Officer of the 
Permanent Force when conducting a 
Provisional School at a Unit’s head- 
quarters was asked for advice regard- 
ing some administrative Maiters, he 
replied that he did not know, as such 
subjects did not come with'n 
sphere. 

Again, there is another indication 
that this matter has not received due 
consideration, as there is no provision 
fer an issue of such books as—"Regu- 
latons and Instructions for Equipment 
cf the Canadian Militia,” “Regulations 
and Instructions for the Clothing of 
the Non-Permanent Active Militia,” 
“Seales of Issue of Barrack Equip. 
ment” to Officers of the Permaneat 
Force who are directly concerned 
with instructiqna of the N.P.A-M. or 
to the Warrant Officers and N.C.O’s. 
of the Instructional ‘Cadre, and it 
is evident that without such books 
amended and kept up to date these 
Officers and Other Ranks cannot be 
expected to instruct or advice in such 
matters. 

In the Staff Tours and other ex- 
ercises held within Districts a certain 
amount of time has ‘sometimes been 
given to Administrative problems, but 
as a rule it has been from a Staff 
OvTficer’s point of view and not from 


his

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from the point of view of a Regi- 
mental Officer. 

Upon looking lack to the difficulties 
experienced by the Canadians during 
the Great War it must be recalled 


that it was the necessity of organiza- 


tion and learning to administer with- | 


in the Regiments, Brigades and Bat- 
talions that took up the time more 
than drill and training for war. 

May not a careful review of the 
situation and some readjustment in 
our training syllabi put us in a better 
conditioa to face an emergency, eés- 
pec.ally should it come unexpectedly? 





Light Horses Still an Army 
Necessity, 





From the Live Stock Journal, London 


Lord Midaleion (who was re-elec‘ed 
Pre.ident) presided at the annual 
mecting of the Cleveland Bay Horse 
Seciety at Whitby oa Saturday. 
Speaking of the future of the breed, 
he said that hitherto the Army had 
been a useful outlet for horses that 
were not of the top class, and horse- 
breeders had been concerned at the 
increasing mechanisation of this 
fighting service. He had recently 
listened to a lecture on this subjec: 
by the officer commanding the me- 
chanised forces on Salisbury Plain, 
from which two considerations emerg- 
ed: (1) The rate of mechanisation is 
restricted very much by finance; and 
(2) the horse, though eliminated, has 
not been replaced. The only force 
with which the mechanised army 
could co-operate effectively was ca- 
valry hence it was evident that horses 
would not be dispensed with altogeth- 
er. From the opinions presented to 
the National (Horse Association of 
Great Britain, it was evident that 
horse drawn vehicles for short deliv- 
ery work were much more economical] 
than mechanically driven vehicles.
